In selecting >our brands of com­ 
mercial fertilizer this year it is a 
good idea to have at least two varie­ 
ties, alternating them. 
A pulverized 
sheep manure or shredded cow ma­ 
nure with some of the balanced fer­ 
tiliser makes an excellent combina­ 
tion. 
Application of the same ferti- 
¡ iizer, gardners say, seems to have 
the tendency to turn the soil sour 
land the plants get *‘fed up” on it. 
They need a variety of food much 
as does an animal . 
The continued use of commercial 
iertilizer is balanced by the occasion­ 
al use of limes, especially if the soil 
shows a tendency to turn Four. This 
is indicated by thick growths of the 
common sorrel or sour dock as it ia 
sometimes known and by the forma* 
I tion of moss in shady, moist spots. 
I 
The fertilizers usually bears a ser­ 


ies of numbers that sound like a 
football signal. These may be readi­ 
ly interpreted when it is known that 
they usually represent the propor­ 
tion of elements in the fertilizer and 
in 
this 
order—available nitrogen, 
phosporic acid, potash. For instance, 
3-11-1 would indicate three parts of 
nitrogen, eleven parts of phosporic 
acid or phosphates, and two parts of 
potash. It is the commercial way of 
expressing the chemical formula of 
ihe fertilizer. 
The application of commercial fer­ 
tilizer should be invariably a light 
one to be hoed in. Light and often, 
is the motto to observe. 
It wastes 
the material to put it on too heavily 
as the plant can use only a certain 
amount and the rest is lost. As it is 
in concentrated form, it may prove 
too strong and induce in some cases 
too rank a growth of foliage.

“Brother, accept this token of onr es­ 
teem ; always wear It for our sake, and 
when you* have the power to save a 
poor woman from death and torture, 
think of this and of us and fly to her 
rescue.” 
That medal became Petaleshago’s 
most prized possession and he wore it 
until the day of hia death in the sum­ 
mer of 1874.
